TWO POLLING PLACES 


The vote w ill be cast a t two 
polling places. For the purpose of 
this election, precincts 1, 6, 7 and 
8 have been consolidated into 
special precinct A w ith th e poll­ 
ing place stablished at th e Palm 
Springs Builders' Supply com­ 
pany. 
Precincts 2, 3, 4 and 5 have 
been consolidated into 
Special 
Precinct B w ith the polling place 
established 
at 
the 
Frances S. 
Stevens school. 


1860 ELIGIBLE 


T here will be 1860 citizens eli­ 
gible to vote w ith the larg er por­ 
tion w ithin the confines of Pro- 
cinct B. There th e com bined to­ 
tal registration of precincts 2, 3, 
4 and 5 is 986. In precinct A the 
combined 
to tal 
registration of 
precincts 1, 6, 7 and 8 is 874. 
A ll voters who voted in Tues­ 
day’s general election a re eligible 
to vote next Tuesday a t th e spe­ 
cial election. Last Tuesday, 650 
voted in the precincts m aking up 
Special Precinct A and 721 in the 
precincts m aking up Special P re­ 
cinct B. 
C ity A ttorney Roy W. Colegate 
has announced th at the proposi­ 
tion will have to attain a two- 
thirds favorable vote of th e bal­ 
lots cast, to carry.

She wrote 
in her colum n th at “th e Soviet 
Em bassy w on’t adm it it knows 
anything about those reservations 
for the Russian gentlem an at one 
of the sw ankiest hotels here in 
the nam e of P eter Sheptenko.’

On County-Wide 


Flood Control 


Palm Springs is opposed to any 
attem pt to make Palm Canyon 
drive a m ain highw ay east 
and 
west but is in favor of the by­ 
pass road to the northeast of the 
city—w ith reservations. 
That w as the gist of a 
town 
meeting held W ednesday night at 
city council chambers, called by 
city council to determ ine the stand 
of the city on postw ar highway 
plans. 
The o th er item before the town 
m eeting—th at of flood control— 
was held in abeyance 
pending 
further enlightenm ent 
on 
the 
boundaries of the local zone. 


TO GET OPINION 


M ayor Eugene E. Therieau, who 
called the m eeting to order, said 
the purpose was to gain an ex­ 
pression of opinion from Villagers 
to enable city officials to present 
a concrete case before county and 
state authorities designing a post­ 
w ar program . 
First considered w as the coun­ 
ty-w ide flood 
control problem. 
Councilm an C ulver Nichols, who 
is also a m em ber of the county- 
wide com m ittee on flood control, 
explained the recent m eeting at 
Riverside w here a 7 to 5 vote 
favored the flood control plan. 
He said th a t the desert com m uni­ 
ties, San Gorgonio and some oth­ 
er sections of the county 
were 
opposed 
but that, 
because of 
technicalities, some of the desert 
representatives did not have 
a 
vote. 


EXPLAINS SET-UP 


The county-wide 
flood plan 
would divide the county into six 
zones, each of them prorating the 
cost of im provem ents in 
their 
own zone. 
The zone including 
Palm Springs extends from B eau­ 
m ont eastw ard 
w ell into 
the 
desert. This brought out the main 
objection to the proposal. It was 
said th a t Palm Springs, w ith its 
large assessed valuation—second 
in the county—w ould pay a dis- 
proporationate share of flood con­ 
trol w ork w ithout adequate bene­ 
fits. 
Plans of the federal govern­ 
m ent for flood control w ork were 
discussed and it w as finally de­ 
cided th at, inasm uch as a move 
was now under w ay to redistrict 
the county, possibly providing a 
more centralized local zone 
for 
Palm Springs, to hold any 
en­ 
dorsem ent or protest against the 
county-w ide plan in abeyance. 


PAY 15 PER CENT 


It w as pointed ou t th a t Palm 
Springs would pay 15 per cent 
of the cost of flood control work 
even if it w ere done far from the 
city and brought no benefits here, 
under th e present set-up. 
Speakers on the flood control 
plan w ere 
Francis F. Crocker, 
W alter Kofeldt, Steven W illard, 
W. 
R. 
Hillery, 
Assem blyman 
Philip 
L. 
Boyd, 
Councilman 
M aurice McCann and others. 
A fter A ssem blym an Boyd in­ 
form ed the m eeting th at he un ­ 
derstood th at Alex Fulm er, coun­ 
ty surveyor, was not engaged on 
draw ing new lines for the various 
zones, it decided to aw ait further 
action and M ayor T herieau sug­ 
gested th a t ,the m eeting pass on 
to the highw ay project. 


CALL ON MANAGER 


M ayor Therieau called on City 
M anager Ray Sorum to explain 
the purpose of the discussion. The 
city m anager said that next Mon­ 
day m em bers of the state high­ 
way department 
w ould 
be in 
Riverside to discuss postwar high­ 
way plans and that the proposal 
to build a by-pass highway from 
a point north of Palm Springs to 
a point near Cathedral City had

H e said he left the U nited 
States after d in n er on the even­ 
ing of Sept. 9 and had dinner 
on the evening of Sept. H in 
London. 
“And that w as slow time for 
we spent most of the 10th in Ire­ 
land,” he said. 
He highly praised the spirit of 
the English people who took the 
war in stride. T hey refused to be 


conquered, he said, and therefore 
could no t be conquered. 


GO ON AS USUAL 


D estruction by G erm an bomb­ 
ing in th e early days of th e war 
w as terrific he said but it failed 
to daunt the English. W ith their 
custom ary refusal to be bothered, 
even by G erm an bombs and later 
by buzz bombs, they w ent about 
th e business of w inning th e war 
in a m atter-of-fact way. 
Speaking of rationing, he said 
clothing rationing was so strict 
that Britishers had abandoned 
their adherance to style dictates,

State Chairman of the Treas­ 
ury department, R. H. Moulton, 
was the principal speaker 
and 
paid tribute to Riverside county 
—and to Palm Springs—for the 
splendid record made in 
recent 
bond drives. 
“Treasury reports indicate that 
more than $35,000,000 in 
bonds 
have been purchased in this coun­ 
ty since July 1, 1941,” he said. 
“This is an outstanding achieve­ 
ment, one that places your county 
well up among the quota 'busters’ 
of California. It is a notable fac­ 
tor in speeding

$9,000,000. 
Under war financing during the 
past 3% years, Southern Cali­ 
fornia has been credited with the 
sale of $1,675,000,000 in bonds, 
which is a sizeable amount and 
a figure for other sections of the 
country to shoot at. With the 
completion of war. financing in 
December, the state of California 
will chalk up sales fqr 1944 in

MUSEUM NOTES 
(By T. A. D. COCKERELL) 


The technique of making ex­ 
hibits come alive is increasingly 
popular, as it is better under­ 
stood. The best illustration of this 
technique is shown in the ex­ 
hibits of the trap-door spider 
at the D esert Museum, and the 
very rem arkable Eastman motion 
picture showing the spider m ak­ 
ing its nest. 
To most people 
the curious, 
yeHowish larva of a wood-bor­ 
ing beetle is a bit astonishing. 
Two such larvae were brought in 
by a man working in Cat’s Claw. 
They live in 
the wood of the 
roots. 
Mrs. 
Spencer 
Kellogg 
found a Water-scorpion, or Rana- 
tra, in A lbert Frey’s pool, and 
brought it to the museum. It is 
a true insect. It is called a water 
scorpion, but is not in reality 
related *o the scorpions. The long 
tail is for breathing. It has wings 
and flies at night, hence its oc­ 
currence in a pool in the desert.

Power of Minority 


To Hold Up Peace 


Told By Lecturer 


The provocative 
question 
oi 
how the U. S. Senate is going to 
handle ratification of peace ne­ 
gotiations after this war 
was 
discussed at the 
second public 
forum meeting held in the Fran­ 
ces Stevens 
school auditorium 
last Thursday evening. 
Dr. Wilbert L. Hindman, pro­ 
fessor of Bolitical Science 
and 
specialist in the field of propa­ 
ganda analysis and in problems 
of public opinion, was speaker. 
He pointed to a necessity for sen­ 
ate 
ratification 
of 
any 
peace 
treaty worked out by world lead­ 
ers, even if the treaty has patent 
imperfections, so that the United 
States will not again be dragged 
into w ar as a result of blind and 
stubborn isolationism. 


MUST WORK TOGETHER 
“The United States Senate must 
not again have 
six months of 
acrimonious debate following the 
conclusion of hostilities and then 
kill the new proposals for 
a 
federation of the allied powers as 
it did in the case of the Treaty 
of Versailles. 
“Nor,” said 
the 
speaker, “can we afford to in­ 
validate the new treaty with a 
multitude of disabling reserva- 
( tions. The United States 
must 
talk and plan and w ork with oth­ 
er world powers after this war 
in a sincere 
effort to lay 
the 
foundations for perm anent peace. 
Even if it doesn’t get everything 
it wants out of a Federation 
or 
League it should not hesitate to 
be a participant in such Federa­ 
tion or League.” 
Dr. Hindman pointed out that 
the conflict between the Senate 
and the President of the United 
States on the m atter of 
treaty 
making was not of recent origin. 
The Senate, he said, was origin­ 
ally expected to’ give “advice” 
and consent, but its “advice” was 
unwelcome from the start. Eve: 
President Washington found that 
“consent” was w hat he wanted 
from the Senate, not advice. And 
from Washington’s time to the 
present the “advice” of the Sen­ 
ate has not been sought in treaty 
making and the problepi of get­ 
ting its “consent” has been 
a 
knotty problem, chiefly because 
of the two-thirds rule. 
MINORITY STRONG 
The danger of a willful minor­ 
ity in the Senate being able 
to 
hold up treaty 
ratification was 
reviewed in detail by the speaker. 
“It would be possible,” he said, 
“for 17 senators representing only 
11 per cent of our people to hold 
up this ratification. “This, he ex­ 
plained, could happen if only a 
quorum of Senators were present 
to vote on the issue and if those 
present were from the sparsely 
populated states. 
The extreme 
hypothetical situation was used 
to illustrate a possible circum­ 
vention of the popular will with 
respect to participation of 
the 
United States in united action for 
peace. 
“Post w ar commitments,” 
the 
speaker cautioned, “will be made 
by and with the consent of 
the 
Senate, and not by Presidential 
order. Despite the repeated use 
of executive orders in negotia­ 
tions with foreign powers, which 
negotiations border 
on 
treaty 
making, there is little prospect 
that the Senate can be by-passed 
in this matter. We must see to 
it that our Senate gets the neces­ 
sary two-thirds vote to put us 
into the new League or Federa­ 
tion so that the ominous threat 
of another 
war w ill not again 
hang over us.”

Steps to Peace: 
This is w ritten four days be­ 
fore the election. In the short 
space of only eight weeks I have 
been in W ashington, in England, 
in France, in Ireland, in Scot­ 
land, back in W ashington, and in 
California, and out here I have 
crowded into three w eeks the 
pleasure of seeing the people of 
alm ost every part of the 22nd 
district. 
There are im pressions of this 
eight weeks, at times confused in 
my mind, now taking form. I had 
come back greatly concerned over 
the lack of interest in post-w ar 
m atters, particularly the prob­ 
lems of a world organization pro­ 
posed for the keeping of the 
peace of the world. 
It has pleased me to see the 


increasing interest in this su b­ 
ject. There are few people in 
England, of any w alk of life, w ho 
do not have knowledge and a 
keen interest in the im portance 
of export trade, of the conditions 
of the peace; of post war plans, 
and of foreign affairs, to their 
ow n country and consequently to 
them selves. There are few people 
in A m erica w ith this same in te r­ 
est and knowledge.

Discussion of the proposed by­ 
pass and its effect upon the city 
followed. Mr. Crocker thought 
that the city’s Master Plan would 
prevent the state highway com­ 
mission from going where it want­ 
ed to but City Attorney Roy Cole­ 
gate said it was his opinion that 
the Master Plan would not be 
binding on the state. 
Following further discussion. 
Councilman Nichols, to bring the 
matter to a head, proposed the 
following resolution:

The PA LM SPRINGS FIELD 
CLUB property is the forty acres 
im m ediately adjoining the West 
side of th e high school and Junior 
high school. 
Im provem ents in­ 
clude th irty acres fenced, grand­ 
stands, grass turf, rest rooms, 
stables, pipelines, track and ath­ 
letic fields and 
some furniture 
and equipm ent w hich have 
cost 
over $25,000. The land alone is 
reasonably appraised at $30,000. 
D uring the pre-w ar years this 
beautiful location was annually 
the site for our D esert Circus, a 
com m unity colorful event which 
brought a w eek’s springtim e en­ 
tertain m ent and a popular w est­ 
ern atm osphere to our Village.

The Palm Springs Field Club 
property for the last few years 
has been held and developed by 
its ow ners with the expectation 
th a t it would become the proper­ 
ty of the city of Palm Springs. 
P ublic activities thehe have been 
organized for the citizens and 
guests of our community. Over 
five years ago, by resolution, our 
B oard of . D irectors 
w ent 
on 
record th a t all profits from oper­ 
ations should either be contribut­ 
ed to charity or used for the de­ 
velopm ent 
and m aintenance of 
the grounds to preserve them for 
ultim ate public recreational use 
under m unicipal ow nership and 
direction. 
The city of Palm Springs for 
th e past two years has leased the 
Field Club property and secured 
an option to purchase. Now on 
Tuesday, 
November 
14th 
the 
proposal to purchase 
is 
being 
subm itted to the voters of Palm 
Springs. The price of $37,176 is 
substantially less than it would 
require to duplicate the property 
and im provem ents. 
Should the city find the pro­ 
posed three years term s to 
be 
burdensom e and seek more len­ 
ien t term s, our Board of Directors 
have agreed •.to recom mend 
to 
th eir stockholders a m ore liberal 
paym ent plan to extend over a 
period of six years, w ith m axi­ 
m um annual paym ents of $6000. 
It is interesting 
to 
note th at 
should the election carry success­ 
fully, the cost to th e city w ill be 
substantially reduced because al­ 
ready public spirited stockholders 
of th e Field Club have agreed to 
donate large blocks of shares to 
the city. These proposed contri­ 
butions now am ount to 
m ore 
th an one quarter of the outstand­ 
ing stock and no doubt w ill in­ 
crease to a larger proportion soon 
after the election. 
W ith the two school systems 
w e have planned this recreational 
area near their facilities. 
O ur 
young people will alw ays find 
the Field Club a convenient spot 
for their 
outdoor 
sports 
and 
athletic contests. 
W e hope the voting citizens of 
Palm Springs w ill realize th at 
this is th eir opportunity to take 
the next step in providing re ­ 
creation for our com m unity by 
voting “Y es” to purchase 
the 
Field Club at the election 
next 
Tuesday.

L et’s be fair and give the public 
all of the facts in order to en­ 
able them to cast an intelligent 
ballot on N ovem ber 14. 
According to the advertisem ent 
in a local new spaper dated Octo­ 
ber 
26. 
made 
by 
the 
Palm 
Springs Cham ber of Commerce, 
I quote: "Do you know a bargain 
when you see it?” Now every 
good business m an knows that a 
bargain consists of many factors, 
principally: The purchase price, 
the cost of operation, the volume 
of business and the location. 


THE PURCHASE PRICE— It is 
a known fact that under private 
ow nership the Field Club has op­ 
erated at a deficit; therefore, it is 
natural that the owners of the 
Field Club would set a reasonable 
price on said club in order that 
they may "have their cake a n d ! 
eat it, too" while the city foots 
the bill. 
COST OF OPERATION — On 
November 2 the followitlg adver­ 
tisem ent sponsored by th e Palm 
Springs Cham ber of Commerce 
appeared in a local paper— "Here 
we have ample room to provide 
an 
ideal 
perm anent recreation 
center as well as all requisite fa­ 
cilities for our 'teen-age children, 
t park and other adequate facili­ 
ties 
for adults, 
both Villagers 
and visitors." It is evident, there­ 
fore, that the recreation program 
would be centered entirely at the 
Field Club. Now then, I have be­ 
fore me a document entitled "An 
Estim ate by the City Recreation 
Commission" dated June 7, 1944. 
I quote from said docum ent— 
"1944-45, allocation estim ated by 
commission, 
$9,669.50.” 
( L e s s 
$2,000 rent but plus 4% interest 
on the unpaid purchase balance). 
VOLUME OF BUSINESS — 
Only once or twice a year has the 
w riter ever seen a crowd at the 
Field Club (desert circus o r gym ­ 
khana) the balance of th e time 
only a handful of people go out 
there to witness an occasional 
baseball (softball) game. 
LOCATION — All m ust agree 
that the location "is a lopsided 
affair ”. It is not w ithin w alking 
distance of any of the thickly 
populated areas, therefore, due to 
the present shortage of gasoline 
it is practically inaccessible to the 
m ajority of the Villagers. 
Right here the w riter w ants 
to say that every person he has 
spoken to who is opposed to the 
purchase of the Field Club is def­ 
initely in favor of clean m unici­ 
pal recreation and they all are 
particularly interested in reduc­ 
ing juvenile delinquency. Because 
the Recreation Commission has at 
one of its m eetings (May 17, 1944) 
eñtertained the idea of acquiring 
ground for recreational purposes 
on the Indian Reservation, more 
specifically at the corner of In­ 
dian Avenue and Ramon Road. 
The w riter, as chairm an of the 
Comm ittee on Indian lands, in­ 
vestigated, then secured and pre­ 
sented to the City Council on 
Septem ber 20, an option to lease 
the old baseball diam ond ad ja­ 
cent to the golf driving rangq at 
the corner of Indian A venue and 
Ramon Road at a rental of $37.50 
per m onth plus $1.50 for all w ater 
necessary to beautify the grounds 
(it has cost as high as $50 a 
m onth for w ater at the Field 
Club.) Also available to the City 
are six more acres of ground on 
Ramon F oad around the present 
golf driving range at the same 
rental rate of $37.50 per month 
for six acres.

Physical Reconditioning is a 
program of carefully selected and 
directed 
calisthenics, conducted 
both in the wards and in the 
gymnasium, 
swimming, 
games, 
etc., under the supervision of 
trained physical instructors de­ 
signed to bring the injured or sick 
soldier back to top physical con­ 
dition as rapidly as possible. The 
physical 
reconditioning 
begins 
while the soldier is still a bed pa­ 
tient, with exercises especially 
planned to prevent a generalized 
wasting of muscles and strength 
during his stay in bed and is con­ 
tinued through his final convales­ 
cence at Torney’s Mill Creek 
Convalescent Camp. 
Educational Reconditioning is 
designed to be of interest and 
help to the patient and to prevent 
mental stagnation. It aids in the 
soldier’s orientation endeavoring 
to help him to understand why 
he fights and what he fights for. 
It is of utmost importance that 
a man injured in combat or 
training understand these things. 
Educational Reconditioning also 
provides him with facilities to 
continue his education or to en­ 
gage in the pursuit of some line 
of study particularly appealing to 
him.

HAVE ONLY BEGUN 
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"This 
is

wonder-w orld 
which we are living today and 
we have scratched only th e sur­ 
face,” said Dr. Henley. "M any of 
the youngsters of today w ill be 
our scientists of tomorrow. There 
will be a miraculous develop­ 
m ent of plastics and synthetics. 
The doorw ay to a world of tom or­ 
row is found in a test tube. Phe­ 
nomenons that it takes nature 
thousands, even billions, of years 
to prduce will be conquered in 
brief sessions at a test table. 
"We 
have expanded 
in 
the 
basic sciences and we m ust keep 
pace w ith them. T he whole field 
of bio-chem istry is an open door 
to the m an who w ants to learn. 
Even our religious life w ill be 
reduced to a m yriad of tech­ 
niques.

them —we w anted this war. 
“Our blue prints for tom orrpw 
m ust take into consideration our 
political structure.

M ight is our only criterion of 
rig h t and that is the kind of 
w orld we are living in. There 
m ust be created some kind of 
w orld state—international sover­ 
eignty.
